Though th * infection can

transm itted through the lungs 
the digestive organs, it Is most 
commonly contracted through the 
skin by actual contact with the die-1 
eased animal. 
For this reason, anthrax was com­ 
monly encountered In butchers, vet- 
erlnarians, farm laborers and other 
peraont having contact with cattle.

For exam ple, w orker* In leather 
tanneries and hair or wool factor­ 
ies. must wear rubber glove* and 
rubber aprons while at work. 
Ade­ 
quate ventilation Is provided to d is­ 
pose of the dust of the hair and 
wool. 
Thla prevent* the breathing 
in of the germ s of the disease. 
Even th * purchaser of articles 
m ade from bristle*, hora* hair or 
wools Is given protection against 
infection of th# anthrax germ. 
For 
exam ple, shaving brushes are sub­ 
jected to special sterilisation so att 
to prevent all possible danger.

By these w ise m eager#*. the men 
# of anthrax has been eradicated 
and modern civilization is assured 
of at least this o n * victory over 
disease. 
But here. as elsewhere, it 
Is true that eternal vigilance la nec­ 
essary. 
Any failur# to ohaerve the 
precaution# will bring hack anthrax 
and other preventable diseases.
